YOU WILL PAY A DIFFERENT AMOUNT than the figure typed 
in the lower left corner of your 1947 registration card, the “white slip,” 
when you renew your private passenger automobile license for 1948, 
New laws changed the amounts after the slips were issued. 


TO COMPUTE the “Total Fees 1948” for your passenger car, 
add $3 to whatever amount is shown in the Jower left corner of your 
1947 “white slip” and bring that total to the nearest dollar (50 cents or 
less is dropped; above 50 cents is brought to the next higher dollar). 
In the sample above, “Total Fees 1948 $27.50” becomes $30.00. 


THE MINIMUM fee now set by law is $7. Car owners whose 
tlips show $3.40 or $3.50 as “Total Fees 1948” must pay that minimum. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF MOTOR VEHICLES and the 
California State Automobile Association haye issued this sample to sim- 
plify the situation for motorists. You need to figure the fee only if you 
intend to renew passenger car registration by mail. Clerks will compute 
correct fees for owners applying in person. 


THE PERIOD FOR RENEWAL is January 2 to February 4, 
1948, after which penalty fees are added. Passenger car owners use cur- 
rent “white slip,” showing correct address, as renewal application. Com- 





merdial vehicle, trailer and motorcycle owners will receive from Sacra-

Homemade Christmas candy — 
doesn’t the mere mention of it bring 
a tingleef the old-fashicned Yule- 
tide spirit? 

Gather your family around to 
help make it. They'll enjoy it, and 
there will be plenty to do, with nuts 
to crack, dates to pit, the mixtures 
to beat—and pans to lick! 


Candy thermometers are inex- 
pensive and a good ivestment be- 
cause they assure you success with 
each recipe. You can find them in 
hardware stores or in the household 
section of most department stores, 
If you are making candy when it is 
raining or very humid outside, it is 
bést to cook the mixture to a tem- 
perature one or two degrees higher 
or to a slightly firmer.stage than 
designatéd in the recipe. 

Here are several recipes you 
might like to. include when you 
make-your Christmas candy, 


PEANUT BRITTLE

Remove the cover and wipe 
the crystals froin the side of the pan, using 
a swab (cheesecloth wrapped around the 
tines of a fork) dipped in cold water. Boil 
uncovered vntil a soft ball forms when 
dropped. in cold water, or until the ther- 
mometer registers 238° FR. Immediately 
pour onto a large, ungreased platter or in 
a shallow pan.

Cranberries are ripe. Tradition- 
ally associated with turkey, they 
are equally good with chicken, 
duck, ham or other meats. 

Their tart: flayor makes them de- 
licious iff salads, desserts, “hot 
breads, sauces or relishes. Because 
they are good in so many ways, you 
may want to serve them for meals 
other than on holidays. Here are 
several good cranberry recipes. 


STEAMED CRANBERRY
